Influence in Central America. 


‘The southward pressure of the pow- 
erful economic organizations of the 
States is, in fact, regarded as a nat- 


ural phenomenon, entirely in conson- 
ance with the national traditions of a 
continued advance into new spaces— 
into the Western prairies un they. 
were filled up, and now into sduthern 
regions which have many undeveloped 
resources, and, though alien and po- 
litically separate, are in many respects 
-peculiarly exposed. to pressure of just 
this kind. 

“The small Central American States 
‘have most. conspicuously felt the ef- 
fects of |} re from the north. 
Panama, in connection with the cor- 
struction of the Panama Canal, is a 
Classic instance. The respective Tights 
of: the’ Republic of Panama and the 
United States recently Rave been re- 
defined in a new treaty, which at any 
rate leaves no. Sor that the United 
States is the predominant partner in a 
combination -that obviously . subordi- 
nates political rights to economic in- 
terests. 

“The case. at Nicaragua recently has 
been thrown into prominence by one 
of the recurrent revolutions in that 
country. A Central American revolu- 
tion is now comparatively an innocu- 
ous proceeding, to which little greater 
importance néed be attached than to 
an election contest in many other coun- 
tries. One President has been over- 
thrown and another has seized his 
place, power and privileges. The 
whole trouble between the contending 
parties seems now to have been 
settled on board a United States war- 
ship. 

Mexico an Obstacle. 


“This should not be surprising, — 
the United States has long since ac- 
quired such economic privileges in 


Nicaragua—which happens to poss 
chain of lakes and rivers that may in- 
dicate the route of an alternative 
canal—that its political fortunes and 
even the course of its revolutions are 
largely. governed by these predomin- 
ant Northern interests. 

“But there is‘an obstacle to the nor- 
mal and noiseless development of these 
instinctive tendencies. México lies be- 
tween, and in recent years Mexico, the 
nearest and.much biggest of the neigh- 
bors of the United States:in the Carib- 
bean region, has become more than 
ever a perplexing obstacle. The Mexit 
can Government insists on its sover- 
eign right to execute its own laws, 
however displeasing they. may be to 
foreigners. In so doing it apparently 
commands—without r to the ex- 
treme doctrines it professes—a certain 
sympathy among other Latin-Ameri- 
can nations who are f acutely.

LONDON, Nov: 29.—Some details of 
the career of Alfonso. Francis Smith, 
who was found not guilty on Saturday 
of the murder of John Adams Durham 
are published by The Daily Mail. Ac- 
cording to that paper, Smith has been 
married twice, divorced once, a bank- 
rupt four times and spent a-.fortune| 
estimated at £250,000 ($1,250,000). 

He inherited his money, says the 
article,. from hig. ‘grandparents, Sir 
Frank Smith and Hugh\ Ryan of 
Canada. both wealthy. 

In 1912 he met in London Miss Ruth 
Wynne, daughter of a former Postmas- 
ter General of the United States. A 
whirlwind courtship and register office 
marriage followed.

When the war. broke 
out Smith was bankrupt for the second |™ 
time and he joined the Seaforth High- 
janders as a private.

Palestine. He was surprised. at Dr’}p 
Pritchett’s summary dismissal of the 
Rutenberg electrification project.

Elaborate Ceremonies Will End 
Exposition Unofficially and It 
Won't Continue in 1927, 








‘PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29 @.—To- 
morrow, the anniversary of the signing 
of the preliminary treaty of peace be- 
tween Gredt Britain and the American 
Colonies, Nov. 30, 1782, also will mark 
the unofficial close of the Sesquicen- 
tennial Exposition, commemorative of 


| 150 year's of American independence. 


All speculation about projecting the 
exposition ended today when Albert M. 
Greenfield, a member of the Exposition 
Commission, withdrew his resolution 
providing for the continuance of the 
celebration. ‘The resolution was with- 
drawn after Mayor W. Freeland Kend- 
rick ahd other members.of the commis- 
sion had voiced doubt that the finan- 
cial,difficulties incident to operating 
the exposition could be overcome. 

Mr. Greenfield had submitted a re- 
“port, suggesting that the exposition 
might be financed another year -at a 
cost of” $6,500,000. Of this sum, he 
suggested that $2,500,000 be raised by 
private subscription in Philadelphia, 
‘$2,000,000 appropriated by the Federal 
Government, $1,000,000 by the State, 
and the remaining $500,000 by the City 
Council and concessionnaires. 

Elaborate ceremonies will mark the 
close of the exposition tomorrow, in- 
cluding receptions at all the’ Govern- 
ment, foreign and State buildings, :ast- 
ing all day. 

Governor John B. Trumbull, of Con- 
necticut, is' expected to present his 
State’s emblem at a program to be 
held on Old High Street of 1776 and 
Mayor. Kendrick will present the na- 
tional colors to the Women’s State 
Committee of the Exposition, which 
has sponsored the permanent coliec- 
tion of State flags. 

By official sanction, the closing date 
was postponed until Dec. 31. Dis- 
mantling will start at once, however, 
and most of the buildings will be closed 
after tomorrow.

Dr. Biggar was best ‘knéwn through: 
out the country as the personal friend

rugged health. 
In his home city of Cleveland, how- 
ever, Dr. Biggar’s fame. was great 
without the reflected glory of his as- 
sociation with the world’s wealthiest 
‘man. It was, in fact, because of Dr. 
Biggar’s reputation that. Mr. Rocke-} 
feller appeared at his office in 1893.. 
‘His appetite was gone and he’ was a 
nervous wreck. 
“Doctor,” he said, “I am a sick Man. 
I’m afraid I’m going to die. But its

Ar. Rockefeller made a. remarkable 
patient—an ideal one. Although he had 
a terrible weight of responsibility then, 
he dropped everything to be healthy. 
A few years later we were talking of 
his recovery. Mr. Rockefeller said to 
me, ‘Doctor, do you -know how much 
it cost me to get well?’ I told: ‘him, of 
course, I didn’t : 

“Well, doctor,’ he said, ‘it cost me 
just $5,000,000. I lost that much by 
rae business.’ 

ut he never regretted that and 
neither have I, hecause it gave him a@ 
second life. He's ‘stronger now ‘than 
Iam. He is stronger than any-man in 
Cleveland today who is anywhere near 


| his age. He is a wonderful man, full 


of vitality. He never touched a drop 
of liquor in his life.

Dr. ‘Biggar predicted that Mr. Rocke- 
feller would live to a greater age than 
that attained by his father, Will 
Rockefeller, who was then alive at 

On. the physician’s birthday, March 
15, 1922, when he was 83 years old, Dr. 
Biggar said that he was engaged in a 
longevity race with his patient and 
friend, Mr. Rockefeller. Speaking of 
Mr. Rockefeller’ s health, he said: 

“He .is taking care of himself. He 
comes of a long-lived family. He shows 
absolutely no symptoms of breaking 


dovn. He tells ‘me that he is feeling 


better than he did twenty years ago. 
He is supple and active: His game of 
golf is better now than it ever was. — 

As for myself, I want to live ten or 
fifteen years yet. That is, provided I 
can retain my mentality and‘physique.’’ 

Dr. Biggar was born in Canada. His 


description of his start in life in Cleve- | 


land more than sixty years ago was 
as follows: 

“With a Vachelor’s degree from To- 
ronto University, I came to Cleveland. 
My first work here was to clean horses 
for some of the doctors, in exchange 
for my board and the privilege of be- 
ing present at operations and the 
clinics. That was at the old Charity 
Hospital.’’ 


Famous Mén Patients. 


He obtained his degree sixty years 
ago and was in active practice for 
more than a half century. Among his 
patients. were President McKinley, 
Senator Marcus A. Hanna, D. O. Mills, 
Bishop Gregory T. Bedell, Bishop Rich- 
ard.Gilmour and. Dr. William R. Har-, 
per, first President of the University 
of Chicago. 

He made sixteen trips to Europe, 
three in response to calls for consulta- 
tion and many of the others to read 
medical papers. In a recent interview, 
Dr. Biggar saidethat, in spite of the 
advances of the sciences of medicine, 
he was not satisfied that the practice 
of medicine today was superior to that 
of half a century, ago. 

“We have too much laboratory work 
and not enough bedside practice,’’ he 
said. “Too much unnecessary operat- 
ing is another fauft today. 

He said he doubted —— the aver- 
age practitioner today was equal-in 
capacity to his prede¢essor of half a 
centu Oo. ° 

“The old-fashioned family doctor was 
a-great man in the community,’’ he 
said. “He was ahead of the clergy, 
ahead of the banker, ahead of the col- 
lege professor. . He was the personal 
friend of everyone within the radius 
of his practice."’

New — Won't Enter Movie 
Field, They Say—To Use Plant 
for Storage and Rehearsals. 








The Cosmopolitan _gtudio, Second 
Avenue and 127th Street, the property 
of William Randolph Hearst, has been 
purchased by the Shuberts for $1,000,- 
000, Lee Shubert said last night. This 
does not mean that the Shuberts afe 
entering the motion picture field, 
as the studio will not be used by them 
to produce photoplays.

By a coincidence, the suit brought by 
a naval officer against naval officers 
relates to a patent which was examined 
by an ex-naval officer, James I. Col- 
well, of the Patent Office; the.patent 
was signed by another ex-naval officer, 
the late Cornelius C. Billings, of New 
York, then Acting Commissioner of 
Patents, and Admiral Fiske’s principal 
attorney is also an ex-naval officer, 
Ernest Wilkinson, of this city.

Rear Admiral” Fiske was’ serving 
afloat in command of a division of bat- 
tleships of the United States Atlantic 
Fleet in 1912, when he conceived the 
idea of using an airplane for trans- 
porting an automobile torpedo to 
within striking range of an enemy 
ship. ° He secured a patent on this in- 
vention. Mr. Wilkinson, of his counsel, 
said today, which was granted July. 
16, 1912, two years before the World 
War began. 


Got Gold Medal for Invention. 


The Aero Club of America gave to 
Admiral Fiske its gold medal for this 
invention stating in part that it was 
“the highest honor it could confer for 
so brilliant an achievement.”’ 

Admiral Fiske submitted his inven- 
tion to the Navy Department during 
the World. War, and offered to pay 
personally any expenses occasioned by 
an official test, according to his coun- 
sel, but Secretary Daniels and Admiral 
Benson held that the idea was imprac- 
ticable and, refused to ‘permit the 
changes it required in a service plane. 

After the war, the Navy Department 


followed the suggestion originally 
made by Admiral /Fiske and manufac- 
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the so-called ‘impracticable’ idea,’ Mr. 
Wilkinson said, ‘‘the Navy Department 
holds that there was no invention in 
this case, and has refused to pay him 
any royalties for the use of his in- 
vention.”’
